The present volume and that for Hereford are the first com- 
pleted by the Shropshire Parish Register Society. 

The desire of the Council has been to evoke a general 
interest in the work by printing registers in different parts 
of the county, and with this object a diocesan arrangement of 
the volumes was adopted on the suggestion of the Chairman 
of Council ; though as each parish is also given its own 
separate pagination, it is open to members to arrange the 
registers in any mode, local or alphabetical, which happens 
to appeal to their personal convenience. This, moreover, is 
facilitated by the separate parish indexes, from which hereafter 
it may be hoped there will be compiled one general index of 
names for the whole county. 

The registers in the present volume are all printed from 
the commencement down to the year 1812, which seems a 
convenient stopping-point, as then was inaugurated a new 
system of registration by what is known as Rose's Act, which 
lasted only till 1837, ^l^en our present mode of registration 
of births, deaths, and marriages was adopted. It may be 
convenient here to add the following facts in the history of 
parish registers : — 

Thomas Cromwell, the Vicar General, issued the order for 
keeping parish registers on 29th September, 1538. 

Injunctions to this end repeated 1552 and 1558. 

Cardinal Pole required the names of sponsors to be added 
to the registers of baptisms, 1555.

The registers were directed to be transcribed anew on 

parchment, copies now known as "Bishops' Transcripts" 

to be sent to the Bishops ; 25th October, 1597. 
These regulations embodied in the 70th Canon in 1603. 
The "Directory" orders births as well as baptisms to be 

entered, 1645. 
The Commonwealth directed "parish registers" to be 

appointed, 22nd September, 1653. 
Civil marriage was instituted 29th September, 1654. 
These civil marriages were legalized bj Act of 12 Car. II, 

c. 33, in i66o. 
Act compelling burial in woollen, 18 Car. II, 1667. 
Act requiring an affidavit of burial in woollen to be

Duties on the registration of births, marriages, and burials, 

imposed for five years, 1694 to 1698, 6 Will. III. 
Lord Hardwicke's Marriage Act took effect 25th March, 1754. 
Duty of 3</. on every entry in a register, imposed by 23 

Geo. Ill, c. 71, 1783. 
And repealed 34 Greo. Ill, c. 11, 1794. 
Rose's Act, 52 (jeo. Ill, c. 146, took effect ist January, 1813. 
Civil registration commenced ist July, 1837. 

It may be well to remind the reader of the " double date." 
Up to the time of the reform of the calendar in 1754, the civil 
year conmienced on 25th March, while the historical year, as 
now, began on ist January. Consequently the period from ist 
January to 2Sth March was in two years. Thus, the ist February, 
1732, according to the civil year, was the 1st February, 1733, 
according to our (historical) reckoning, and it is often written 
ist February, 1732-3, or 173!, the last being the historical one. 
In parish registers the civil reckoning was usually adopted, and 
this must be remembered when dealing with entries from 
ist January to 25th March, before the year 1754.

It will be well to add that the letter "p" or ''pauper" 
occurring in registers against 9ome entries in the period 
1783-96, merely indicates that they were exempted from pay- 
ment of the tax then levied on register entries. 

The Council decided that no really useful purpose was served 
by printing the registers vtrbatim et literatim^ but that valuable 
space would be filled and progress delayed. Accordingly, 
mere verbiage has been omitted, and the following abbre- 
viations freely adopted, save when there seemed to be any 
special reason for giving the entries exactly as they stand : —

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Thk Parish Register Abstract, published in 1831, contains the following 
accoant of these Registers :—" Battlefield P.C. No. I. Bap. Bnr^ 1663— 
1812. No. II. Man. 1754— i8i 2 ; " but this account, as will be seen, is both 
inaccurate and incomplete. 

The Parish Kegisters of Battlefield commence 24 Sept, 1663. The earliest 
Register is a paper-book, and extends firom 1663 to 1747 ; it contains 
Baptisms, Marriages, and Burials, and also a list of Churchwardens and 
Overseers from 1665 to 1687. The second volume is on parchment, and 
consists of a copy of the foregoing paper volume made in 1749 W Leonard 
Hotchkiss, Incumbent of Battlefield and Headmaster of Shrewsbury School ; 
it also contains Marriages from 1749 to 1753, ^^^ Baptisms and Burials from 
1749 to 1812, in the handwriting of Leonard Hotchkiss, Beaumont Dixie, and 
Edward Williams, successively Incumbents. At the end of this volume are 
several terriers, statistics of population, and lists of curates and clerks ; also a 
tabulated statement of the annual number of Baptisms and Burials from 1663 to 

1812. VoL III. contains Banns and Marriages from 1754 to 1774, only 8 in 
number ; at the end is a tabulated statement of the annual number of Marriages 
from 1666 to 1812. Vol. IV. contains Marriages from 1814 to 1830, only 5 in 
number. The volumes in use now contain Baptisms from 1813, Burials from 

1813, and Marriages from 1840, all to the present time. There is also in the 
Chest a volume of Churchwardens' and Poor Accounts, extending from 1772 
to 1824. All the volumes are complete, and in good condition. 

The most important entries in the Registers are those relating to the 
ancient family of Corbet, formerly of Albright Hussey in Battlefield parish, and 
afterwards of Sundome Castle. Battlefield has always been a place of great 
interest to Salopians, on account of its historical relations, for here the battle 
of Shrewsbury was fought between King Henry IV. and Hotspur on 21 July, 
1403, and Battlefield Church and College were erected and founded by leave 
of the King. The history of the parish is given in the Shropshire Archaeo- 
logical Transactions^ Second Series, vols. I. and X., and a friller list of the 
Incumbents than that given in the Registers, with additional information 
about the Church, may be found in Fletcher's Battlefield Churchy 1889. 
For the battle, Wylie's History of England under Henry /K, and Owen 
and Blakeway's History of Shrewsbury^ should be consulted. A list of the 
Battlefield parochial records, both ecclesiastical and secular, is given in the 
•• Interim Report " of the County Council of Salop. 

The Registers are printed by the kind permission of the Rev. Thomas Bain- 
bridge, B.A., the present Vicar of Battlefield, from a copy in the Shrewsbury 
Free Library made by Mr. William Phillips, F.L.S., and the proofs have

Trk Parish Register Abstract 183 1 ghres the foUowing aoeonnt of the 
Rtchford Registers :—Pitchfoid R. Na I. Bap. Bur. 155^—1779; Mar. 
XSS*— 1753- No. II. Bap. Bur. 1780—1812. Nos. III., IV. Mar. 1754— 
1812. The same Registeis are still existing. The earliest volume is a 
parchment book, and is in splendid condition. The entries for the first 40 
yeais were copied from the old paper book, at the cost of the parish, in 1598, 
and each page is signed by Rowland Thasker, the Rector, and by Adam 
Browne and Tho. Madoxe, who were evidently Chnrchwardens in 1598, when 
the copy was made. After 1615, the Chnrchwardens do not sign every page. 
The Register is well written, and the entries are very plain, and all are in 
English, excepting that occasionally '*vid." is written for "widow." Until 
17 1 1 it is in Court hand. A few of the entries are inserted out of chrono- 
logical order. 

In the year 17 19, an entry occurs as to the taking down of the gable end of 
the chancel, and the rebuilding of it, at the sole cost of Adam Ottley, Esq. 
Two pages, containing the entries for the years 1743 to 1746, are in a 
illiterate handwriting. From 1746 onwards, the entries are written by Adam 
Ottley, rector. 

The most important items in the Register are those relating to the Ottley 
family, who are now represented by Colonel Cotes, of Pitchford Hall, and 
Lord Hawkesbury. Reference should be made to an interesting paper on the 
Ottley family, contributed by Lord Hawkesbury to the Shropshire Archseolo- 
gical Society's Transactions, Second Series, VoL VIII., pp. 361—380. Other 
important Daunilies entered in the Register are those of Sonford (or Sandford), 
Mainwaringe, Corfield, Wolrich, and Blakeway. 

In this printed transcript the entries for 1558 are printed in full, the rest are 
abbreviated. At the beginning of each year from 1558 to 1598, *' Anno Dni 
15 . . , 25 die Martij " is written. This has not been printed here, nor the 
constant repetition of '* Row : Thasker, rector, Adam Browne, Tho : Madoxe, 
Churchwardens," which also occur on every page of the Register during 
those years. But the names of the later Churchwardens who sign are here 
printed. 

The second volume, which contains Baptisms and Burials from 1780 to 
1812, consists of 12 leaves of parchment, and is in excellent condition. 
During Mr. Walcot's Incumbency the Register i^as rather badly kept, several 
burials being altogether omitted from the Register, and a number of entries 
from 1803 to 1807 not showing whether the persons were baptised or buried. 
Mr. Corfield, at first Curate and afterwards Rector, took a pride in the 
Registers, and supplied several missing entries. He also gave a detailed 
statement of the repairs effected at Pitchford Church in 181 9; but alas he 
tells of a "large old Saxon window at the chancel " being removed, and 
replaced by '* the present Gothic one," the cost of which he himself defrayed. 



The third Toliime €oiit»iiis 36 manures from 1756 to 1779, also one 
additional Banna, and is a paper book. The fourth Tolume contains 28 
Marriages and 20 Banns from 1780 to 1812, and is a parchment book. Four 
of these marriages are on scraps of paper pasted in, and were not filled up in 
the «siial way on the ordinary printed forms. Both these volumes are in 
good condition*

Smsthcotb is a parish in the diocese of Lichfield, and in the nml deanciy 
and himdxed of Condover ; it lies 9 miles south-west from Shrewsbniy, and 5 
miles north of Choich Stietton. The population in 188 1 was 283, and the 
area is 2,705 acres. 

The Parish Register Abstract, 1831, contains the following accovnt of these 
Registers :— " Smethcott R. Nos. I. II. Bap. Bar. i6ia— i8ia ; Mair. 
'1612— 1753. No. III. 1754— 1812." 

The £ist voltime, which extends from 1609 to 1767, is in bad condition^ 
It was torn and frtded, and has suffered much from damp and careless keeping 
in the pest. It consists of 43 leaves of parchment, some few being loose 
sheets inseited, mostly 12 by 7 inches, bnt some few 22 by 6 inches. 
Some entries were illegible, bat many have been restored, so that now nearly 
every entry can be made out. There was no cover, but the volume has 
recently been newly bound and lettered : *' Smethcote Register 1609 — 1767.'' 
The R^;]ster was originally in 1612 intended to be divided into three portions, 
respectively headed — De sepnltis,De baptizatis,andDe matrimonio coninnctis ; 
bat this intended arrangement did not continue long, for after the lapse of a 
few years entries were inserted wherever a blank space could be found, quite 
irrespective of date. The result is that the register is in a state of chaos. No 
attempt has been made to re-arrange the entries in chronological order, or else 
it would become almost impossible for the custodian of the register to &nd any 
special entry, so they are now printed in the exact order in which they occur 
in the volume. The earliest entries are in a good handwriting, and are in 
Latin, the entries in that language being retained, where they occur. From 
17 r2 to r745, C, M., and B., are inserted before the several entries. Many 
handwritings occur in this Register. The burials for 1612 are reprinted in 
full ; the remaining entries in an abbreviated form. Although there are 
three or four earlier beginning from the year 1609, the Register commences 
practically in 1612. 

The second volume, which contains baptisms and burials from 1747 to 1812, 
and marriages to 1753, ^^ thirty-three leaves of parchment, bound in a cover, 
and is in good condition. From 1801 to 181 2, baptisms and burials are 
recorded on separate pages, each page commencing a new year. The years 
are written in circles, often with very pretty devices etched round them. At 
the beginning of this register is an account of a trial in July 1749, concerning 
the right of advowson of Smethcote Rectory. At the end of the volume is a 
statement respecting the restoration of Smethcote church in 1850. Loosely 
inserted inside this register are four parchment leaves, sewn together, con- 
taining entries from 1759— 1 777* when the Register was neglected by the 
Rev. David Rice. These were collected from family Bibles and other 
sources, by the Rev. W. C. Curtis, curate, in 1792, and beautifully written out 
by him, at the request of the Bishop. The number of private baptisms that 
occur in the eighteenth century is astonishing. 



The thifd ▼olame contaiiu mairiages from 1754 to 181 1, and is oa paper, in 
the usual printed form. There are eighty-fi?e entries of marriages, filling 
twenty-nine pages. 

Smethcote church is dedicated to St Michael. It had fallen into a bad 
condition, and was almost entirely rebuilt in 1850, excepting parts of the 
aofth-west and west walls. In the north wall of the chancel is a snail 
Norman window. Two square-headed Norman doorways are preserved, and 
pieces of Norman arches are built into the wall externally. In the choreh is 
an ancient font, not now in use. The ancient chalice has evidently been con- 
verted into an Elisabethan cup. At the west end of the church is a drcnlar 
mound or barrow. Tlie chnreh was originally a chapel of Condover. 

In 1392, William Brooington and Isabella his wife, and Roger son of John 
de Soottes Acton, were patrons of the rectory. In 1653, Tliomas Phillips of 
Netley occurs as patron. Richard Beddowes, of Coton Hill, by his marriage 
with Anne daughter of Richard Phillips of Netley became patron, and pre- 
sented in 1749. The patronage afterwards passed to the Hulme Tkustees, in 
whom it is now vested. 

The fiunilies of Phillips and Molding are among the chief fiunilies named 
in the Registers.

N.B, — On July the 26th, 1749 ; at the Nisi Prius Bar in 

Shrewsbury, came on, by Writ of Quare impedit, before Baron 
Clive, a trial concerning the right of Advowson of the Rectory 
of Smethcott, wherein Mr. Richard Beddow, of Cotton Hill in 
Salop (the only son and heir, then living, to John Beddow, Cler. 
late Rector of Smethcott, and of Anne his wife, one of the 
daughters of Richard Philippes of Netley Esqr., patron of the 
Rectory of Smethcott) was Plaintiff, and Mrs. Catherine Pope 
of Woolstaston, spinster, Mr. Joseph Orme, Cler. Curate of 
Clunbury, and the Right Revd. Richard Lord Bp. of lich. 
and Coven, were Defendants. After tedious impleadings of six 
hours long, the Special Jury, who were some of the principal 
Men in the County, next Mom brought in their verdict tor the 
plaintiff, and two years Value of the benefice for damages accord- 
ing to Stat 2"* West'. At Michaelmas Term following judgment 
was given at Westminster upon that verdict, and a Writt issued 
out to the Bp. to amove Joseph Orme, the Usurpative 
Incumbent, and to admitt a fit clerk at the presentation of 
Richard Beddow, the true patron in full right. 

The very next week after the verdict given at Salop, the 
Usurpative Incumbent Joseph Orme, in order to shun the odious 
reproach of being formally amoved by the Bp's Injunction and 
Inhibition affixed on the Church Door, which he was informed 
would of course succeed the Verdict, and Judgment when given 
at Westminster, and also to avoid the restoration of the profits of 
the benefice since the decease of the last legall Incumbent, Mr. 
Thomas Beddow (viz., the 26^ of June, 1746, to the time of 
his amoval) and no less desirous to secure his usurping 
Patroness Mrs. Pope from payment of the damages, waited on 
the sd. Lord Bp. of lich. and Cov. (Dr. Richard Smalbroke) at 
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Ecdeshall Castle, praying his Ldsp. to accept his resignation of 
the Benefice, upon which condition he w*'' proper security w* 
execute a penal bond of ;^5oo to indemnify his Ldsp. and 
successors for ever. The resignation was accepted, and Orme 
withdrew to his old Cure at Clunbury. In November the Bp. 
was serv'd with the Writt, who immediately sent to the legal 
patron Mr. Richard Beddow, requiring him to present a fit 
Clerk to the Rectory of Smethcott ; but before he had 
presented, the same Bp. dy'd at London in December 1749. 

In Feb. following. Dr. Fred. Comwallis was consecrated Bp. 
of Lich. and Cov., and in March following Mr. Beddow pre- 
sented his Clerk, David Rice, Cler. Curate of Leebottwood and 
Longnor, who was since the late Incumbent's death (viz. Mr. 
Thos. Beddow's) the only and singular friend of Mr. Richard 
Beddow in the whole affair. He waited of the New Bp. at 
London, was admitted and instituted Rector of Smethcott, and 
in April following was inducted personally to the same, to the 
universal joy and satisfaction of all haters of oppression and 
wrong, and of all true lovers of Truth, Justice, Honesty and 
Virtue.

\The following is written at the end of the Register.] 

Thinking that a brief statement of the facts relating to the 
rebuilding of their Church will be interesting to future Rectors 
and Parishioners of Smethcote, I have determined, while they 
are fresh in my memory, to write them down on these spare 
pages of an old parchment Register. Most truly thankful ought 
we to be, that it pleased God to put into our hearts the good 
desire of rebuilding his house, and also that he was graciously 
pleased to enable us, without loss of life or injury of limb to 
any one concerned, to bring the same to good effect 

The Church having been for many years in a very dilapidated 
state, and there being no features of interest in it worthy of 
preservation, save two or three which will be mentioned here- 
after, the Parishioners decided to pull it all down, excepting a 
small part of the West end, and of the side walls of the Porch, 
together with a few square yards on each side of the Porch, 
which old portions can easily be identified by the masonry and 
joints being so much rougher than those of the new work. 
The Architect chosen was J. P. Harrison Esq'. M.A. late of 
Christ Church, Oxford. The first stone was on the 5* day of 
June 1849 ^^^ ^y ^hc ^^^ o^ ^^^ Rector, M". Buddicom, the 
daughter and eventually the heiress of William Pinches, Esq', of 
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Ticklerton, Salop. — The whole of the work, with the exception 
of the East Window, which was made at Shrewsbury, was 
executed as daywork by country artificers, from the drawings sent 
by the Architect. The roof was made up partly of the old 
timber and partly of new oak, and was the design and work* 
manship of a most ingenious parishioner, named William Hill. 
The rough stone came from a Quarry in the dingle North of the 
Church, the free stone, except that used for the tracery of the 
windows, which is Grinshill Stone, from the Hoar Edge, behind 
the Lawley. The width of the new Church is the same as that 
of the old one, but it is s^ft. longer, the former edifice having 
only reached to the point marked by an upright joint in the 
North Wall of the Chancel to the Eastward of the little Lancet 
window, which window was carefully taken down and then re- 
placed stone by stone. — The Chancel window on the South side 
is a copy of an old one, which stood in the same place, but was 
too much mutilated to be reinserted. The large stone over the 
Chancel door was put up again, as was also that over the North 
doorway. There was a similar but longer stone over the South 
door, but, as it was broken, a new arch was substituted for it. 
Four curiously worked stones, found in the old structure and 
supposed to have belonged to a still older and Norman Church, 
are built into the North and South Walls of the Chancel. The 
New Church was opened on the 27***. of June 1850, when Dr. 
Lonsdale, the Lord Bishop of Litchfield, preached the Sermon, 
and a large congregation attended. The whole cost of the 
Church, exclusive of the old materials and the cartage given, 
was about ;^65o, which was thus defrayed :

This Church was enlarged and the seats therein rearranged 
in the year 1850, by which means additional accommodation 
for 32 persons was obtained. A grant of jQi$ in aid of the 
undertaking was made by the Incorporated Society for the 
Building, Rebuilding and Repairing of Churches and Chapek, 
on condition that 65 seats described in a plan, should be set 
apart and declared to be free for ever for the use of the poor. 
The provision of the room previously to the alteration being to 
the extent of 132 seats, 25 of which number were free for the use 
of the poor.

Stapleton IRcgistcxB. 

Staplxtom (till 1744 always spelt in Registers Stepleton or Steppleton) 
in Diocese of Lichfield, Condover Hundred and Rural Deaneiy ; population 
in 1891, 245 ; acreage 2,352 ; 6 miles south of Shrewsbury. In 1676, there 
were 175 " Conformists " in the parish above the age of 16, and no ' * Papists" or 
" Nonconformists," which seems to show a decrease in the population in the 
course of the past two centuries. In 1602, Rowland Harris, Parson of 
Stapleton, held no degree, and was not licensed by the Bishop to preach. 

The Parish Register Abstract, 1831, contains the following account of these 
Registers :— " Stapleton R. No. I. Register 1630— 1747. Na II. Bapu 
Bur. 1748— 'X8x2. III. Mair. 1750—1812." 

The oldest Register at Stapleton is bound in calf and has had clasps. It is 
12) inches long by 6) wide. It contains 25 leaves of parchment, some loose, 
and much worn and tattered, and all injured by damp ; a break occurs in the 
entries from 1699 to 1708 ; probably some leaves are lost here. The first 
legible entry is in 1635, and the last in 1746. The entries include baptisms, 
marriages and burials. On the outside of the first leaf is written '* Thomas 
Cooper," and across the page " Humphry Sancky lived with Mr. Royston y* 
yeaie 1687 and . . ." The second Register book begins 1748, and ends in 
December 1812. It has 15 written leaves, also injured by damp, and 
imperfect in places; it contains baptisms and burials, and up to 1750 
marriages also. A third book contains printed forms for marriage entries, and 
entries on them from 1750 to 18x2. 

The Churchwardens books which are complete, and in fair condition, com- 
mence in 167O1 and contain accounts, lists, plans of the sittings in church 
and their occupants, lists of the church plate, &c. They mention the *' olde 
chnrche bookes " as being in 1678 *' tome, abused, and much decayed," and 
"as the inhabitants are by now unknown and allmost quite forgotten," a 
fresh list for rating purposes is made out, giving the old names from a list of 
1599, and the present ones opposite them. 

No names of much note are legible in the Registers. The families of Haynes, 
Scott, Meyrick, and Oakley are designated "esq,", "Mr.", or "gent "in 
the volumes. Some members of the Haynes family, sometimes spelt Keynes, 
are buried in the chancel ; the vestry book records the "breaking up of the 
Church for Mr. Haynes's 2 daughters," and "Mrs. Margaret Haynes, widow 
of John Haynes, Esqr., of Netley" has a stone now hidden by the choir 
seats ; her burial is entered in 1682. She was daughter of Thos. NicoUs of 
Boycott, Sheriff in 1641. John Haynes's daughter Mary, who was eventually 
his heiress, was bom June 7, 1666, and married July 24, 1688, Thomas 
Edwardes, 2nd son of Sir Thos. Edwardes, ist Bart., to whom she took Netley, 
in Stapleton parish, as well as other property. Mr. Thomas Stanier, who 
died in 1690^ is also mentioned as having a stone in the chancel (now hidden). 
Many names in the Register are still found in the parish ; among them are 
Harper 2645, Corfield 1663, Bromley 1669, Wigley 1675, Mapp 1675, HnfTer 
1676, Preese 1689, Tomkys 1690, and later on Savage, Oakley, Tudor, 
Pttrcell, &C. 

An earlier Register than the present first Register must have been in 
ezistenoe shortly before 183 x, as a large number of extracts commencing in 
1546 are presented in George Morris's MSS. These, which number nearly 
180, are here given. The present earliest Register must have been in a 



better condition then than it is now, as some of the entries now partly an* 

decipherable are given intact in the Morris MSS.^

Stapleton is mentioned in Domesday under the name of Hundeslit, 
i.e., Huni's Lyth. It had been held as two manors by two Saxon firanklins, 
Huning and Aelric, and in 10S6, was still divided between Roger fitz Corbet, 
and Alward the Saxon, who both were tenants of Roger de Montgomery. It 
is possible that the mound near the Church may have been the site of one of 
the Saxon manor houses. It now, where opened on the south side, shows 
alternate layers of stones and wood ash. The other stood about a mile away, 
where the moated remains of the house of the De Stapletons still exist The 
place first appears as Stapleton in the reign of Stephen, when Baldwin de 
Meisy was Lord of Stapleton and Wistanstow. His descendants, who took 
the nam« of De Stapleton, held the manor till the beginning of the 15th 
century, when it passed to six co-heiresses, the daughters of Sir John 
Stapleton. 

The advowson was held by their representatives in 1495, when Richard 
Webbe, the Rector who resigned in 1536, was presented. In 1738, Thomas 
Powys and his wife presented, pro hoc vice, and in 1759 Henry Powys, who 
inherited the property of the Langleys of Shrewsbury Abbey, was patron. 
It passed by inheritance from the Powys family to the Eari ot 
Denbigh, and has lately passed into the hands of R. W. Preston, Esq. The 
Church of St. John the Baptist was originally a chapelry of Condover, and as 
such paid los. annually to the Abbey of Shrewsbury, which had appropriated 
the Mother Church. The building is architecturally of unusual interest, con- 
sisting of an early church, on one side below the level of the soil, above 
which, probably about the 12th century, another was built, and then at some 
later period both were thrown together, and lit by 14th century windows. 
The Church, which seats 122, was restored in 1866, when the windows of the 
lower church were discovered. The then Rector, the Rev. Hon. C W. A. 
Feilding, entered an account of the restoration, with illustrations, in the 
Vestry Book. The tower was an addition after 1789. 

The Registers are copied by Miss E. C. Hope-Edwardes, by permission of 
the Rev. Hudleston Stokes, M.A., Rector, who has collated the sheets with 
the original Registers as they passed through th^ press.

MoRBTON CORBKT 18 in the diocese of Lichfield, niral deaoery of Wem, and 
bnodred of North Bradford. The popalation in z88i was 251, and the area 
2138 acres. Sir Walter O. Corbet, Bart., of Acton-Reynald, is the sole 
landowner, and lord of the manor, and patron of the rectory. 

The Parish Register Abstract 1831 contains the following account of the 
Registers :—«« Moreton-Corbet R. Nos. I. II. Bap. Bur. 1580— 18 12 ; 
man. 1580—1753. No. III. marr. 1754—1812." 

The first volame extends from 2580 to 1706. It is a small book in a 
Tellum cover, and contains 25 leaves of parchment, measuring 12 inches by 
5i inches. It is mostly well written, and is in a good state of preservation. 
In some places (e.g. in i68o-z), a few entries have been scratched out, and 
others written over. In 1660 is an entry by Peter Gibbons, the newly 
appointed rector, stating that in his predecessor Parson Gower's time the 
register was badly kept In 1587 occurs the entry of the burial of a 
centenarian, one Humfrey Weston, who died at the advanced age of z 15 I 

The second volume contains 38 leaves of parchment, interleaved with 
paper, some of which are written on. It is in a brown leather binding, and 
is in excellent condition. On the outside is written ** Moreton Corbet 
Register." It contains entries of baptisms and burials from 1706 to 1812, 
and of marriages to 1733. T^^ burials from 2778 to 1812 are written at the 
end of this register. 

The third volume is the ordinary printed form of marriage register, and 
contains 76 weddings from 1753 to x 81 2, It is in a parchment binding, on 
the outside of which is written '*No. 3.", and on the inside **Moreton 
Coibet." 

The principal family named in the register is of course that of the ancient 
family of Corbet, formerly of Shawbury Park, and now of Acton Reynald. 
Amongst the burials occur those of Sir Richard Corbet, K.B., in 1606, Sir 
Vincent Corbet, Bart , in 1656 and 1680, and Sir Andrew Corbet in i66x. 
Other families termed " esq." in the register are those of Thomas, Barkley, 
and Kynaston. The families of Bayley, Slator, and Downes, are termed 
''gent" or **Mr."; whilst those of Hussey (knightly), Adeney, Kilvart, 
Sockett, and Wycherley are of interest.

The church of St Bartholomew consists of a nave and chancel of one pace, 
and western tower, of various styles of architecture. In the chancel is some 
late Norman work. On the south side of the nave is the Corbet Chantry 
chapel, with a fine decorated cast window, aumbry and piscina in the south 
wall, and a square hagioscope through the north waU. In this chapel are- 
two fine altar-tombs with recumbent figures of Sir Robert and Sir Richard 
Corbet and their wives, and a number of monumental tablets to various 
members of this family. The upper storeys of the tower were built in 1769, 
and in it are six bells. The church was originally a chapelry of Shawbnry, 
and was founded in the reign of Stephen or Henry II., and consecrated by 
Bishop Clinton (1130— 1248.) Bishop Peche exempted Moreton chapel, in 
the fee of Peter fits Toret, from episcopal dues, and maintained the supremacy 
of Shawbury church, and thetefore of the canons of Haughmond who had 
obtained the advowson of Shawbury, over this chapel. The abbot and 
convent of Haughmond presented the incumbents of Moreton nnti! the 
dissolution of the abbey. 

In Domesday Mortone was held by Tnrold, a great Saxon landowner. His 
descendant Joanna Toret married Richard Corbet of Wattlesborough, living^ 
circa 1200, and catried the Moreton estate into the Corbet family. From this 
time Moreton became known as Moreton Corbet, to distinguish it from other 
Moretons. The present Sir Walter O. Corbet, Bart, is twenty-fifth in direct 
lineal descent from Roger, the son ol Hugh Corbet, who came over from 
Normandy with William the Conqueror, and held twenty manors i2» 
Shropshire. 

In this parish stand tlie beautiful ruins of Moreton Corbet Castle, a house 
in the Italian style of architecture commenced (as Camden states) by Robert 



Corbet, Sheriff of Shropshixe in 1573, who died leaving the work unfinished, 
and was buried at Moreton Corbet 28 July X583. On his death his estates^ 
came to his brother Sir Richard Corbet, K.B., who was buried here 29 Sep. 
x6o6, and was succeeded by his next brother Sir Vincent Corbet, created a 
Baronet in Jan. 1642. He was a strong royalist, and ultimately compounded 
for jf 1588 13s. 4d.^ but had to part with some of his lands in consequence, 
and was buried here 21 Jan. 1656-7. The estates were redeemed by Sir 
Andrew Corbet of Shawbury Park in 1743. It is doubtful whether the house 
was ever entirely completed, yet it was sufficiently strong to have been made 
a garrison for the King, and it was taken 20 Sept. 1644 by a party from the 
Committee at Shrewsbury, led by Lieut Rinkling, when Major Bridgeman, 
Captain Maurice and eighty men surrendered. Over the portal are the dates 
1576 and 1578, and some Corbet initials with the Corbet crest, and on the 
chimney are the dates 1667 and 1673. Some particulars of the castle are^ 
given in Mrs. Stackhouse- Acton's " Castles and Old Mansions of Shrop- 
shire," pages 36-37, and " Garrisons in Shropshire during the Civil War," 
gages 63^5, 

Some extracts from the Moreton Corbet Registers, together with a Pedigree- 
of the Corbet family, &c., were printed in the Shropshire Archteological 
Transadums, Vol. IV., pages 53-86. There are, however, a good many 
inaccuracies in these extracts, and it has been thought advisable to reprint, 
this important Register. An account of the church, monuments, parish, &c., 
is given in the same Transactions^ Vol. VII., pages 314-330. 

The present transcript was made by Mr. T. R. Horton, by the kind 
pennission of the Rev. J. R. Legh, the present rector, and the proofs as they 
passed through the press have been compared with the original Register hy 
the Rev. W. G. D. Fletcher, F.b.A.

Alb&ighton was formerly a Chapel of Ease to St. Mary's, in Shrewsbury. 
The townships of Wollascott and Leaton were connected with it« The old 
Register began in 1563, but the earliest volume is lost. 

The Parish Register Absiraci, 1831, gives this account of the Albrighton 
Registers :—" Albrighton C. No. I. Register 1649— 1760, 1763—1790 
(delective until 1665.) No. II. 1791—1812. Burials are not recorded prior 
to 1788." 

The first volume of the existing Register is a paper book of about 50 
pages, 16 inches by 6, in a parchment cover. The confusion of dales in the 
early part of the first volume may be explained as follows: — It seems 
probable that the book was begun 1666, the original date on the title page; 
the entries for 1663, 4, and 5, were copied in from another book. The 
earlier entries, from 1649 to 1662, are merely a collection of the Gough and 
Davies families, also taken from an earlier book. When the church-yard 
was licensed for Burials, a new page of the book was begun, and it was at 
first intended to keep the Burial Register separate from that of Baptisms. The 
Baptism of Sarah Shore in 1672 was placed among the Burials accidentally. 
But in 1676, the division was given up. It appears that the entries were 
frequently written in this book in batches, and some time after the events to 
which they refer. Some were passed over and had to be written out of their 
proper order. Thus the baptisms on May 22, 1664, and January 5, 1667, 
had to be written on a fly-leaf, and for this reason the clergyman signed them; 
but those which are out of their order in 1663 and 1685 were written in the 
body of the Register, so that it was unnecessary to sign them. The marriage 
entry in 1684, and the baptism in 1729, were not written by William Hughes. 
The list of the Briefs from 1674 to 1692 does not interfere with this theory, 
as the i)ages on which it is written may have been left blank when the 
Register was begun. The date on the title-page has been altered carelessly, 
probably by someone who noticed that the book contained a full list of 
entries for 1665. The variations in the writing and the ink seem to bear out 
the theory that the volume was begun in 1666. 

The First Volume ends in 1790. It is in bad condition. Many pages are 
torn, and the edges are crumpled. The entries ior 1691 and 2, part of 1693, 
for 1697, and part of 1698 are destroyed. 

The Second Volume, 1790 to 1812, is bound in parchment covered card- 
board, 15 inches by 10. It contains 12 paper-pages. 

There are no marriage entries from 1742 to 1852. Probably no marriages 
took place in the church during this period. The transcript for 1806 seems 
to imply that this might be the case.

The transcripts of the Albrighton Registers were returned to St Maxy^s, 
Shrewsbury. A list of the transcripts, which are still preserved at St. Mary's, 
is printed at the end of the Register, together with the names of the 
Incumbents and Churchwardens, who signed the parchment slips on which 
they are written. 

The most important names that occur in the Registers are Ireland, Leigh, 
Bulkeley, Lloyd, Floyd and Oare. A silver chalice was given to the chspel 
in 1790, by Thomas Oaze. 

The new church of St. John the Baptist, which stands on the foondatioDi 
of the older building, was opened in 1841. It contains the Ireland vanlt, 
and two memorial tablets to the Ireland £unily, bearing their arms. Tlieit 
are also tablets to George and Elizabeth Oare (1819), Henry Elfmore (1825), 
and William Spurrier (1848). The Font is Norman. A chancel wis added 
by the late Mr. W. M. Sparrow, in memory of whom there are three stained 
windows. 

Albrighton, with Perrill and Broad Oak, was formed into an ecclesiastical 
parish in i860. Mr. W. A. Sparrow is lord of the manor and patron of the 
living. It is in the Pimhill hundred, the rural-deanery of Wem, and the 
archdeaconry of Salop, Hie population of Albrighton in 1881 was 102. 
The area of the parish is 769 acres. A History of Albrighton will be fonnd 
in the Shropshire Arclueological Society's TransacHons^ Second Series, Vol 
I., p. 95. &c.

Thb Parish Register Abstract, 183 x, contains the following accouit of 
these Registers :— 

"Broughton, P.C. No. I. Bap. Bur. 17x4—1773; Marr. 17x4— 1753. 
No. II. Bap. Bur. 1774—1812. No. III. Marr. 1754 -x8ii." This 
statement is on the whole correct, except that the earliest volume really 
begins in 1705. 

The first Register is a small quarto book, 9^ by 7 inches, without a cover, 
and contains twelve parchment leaves. It commences in 1705, and extends 
to 1774. I^e first or outer page, which contains entries for 1705 and 1706^ 
is stained and much illegible. The second leaf is mostly torn off and is 
missing. From 17 14 onwards, the Register is mostly in good condition and 
legible. It is in a good hand until X726, in an illiterate hand from 1727 to 
1735, in a &drly good hand from 1736 to 1747, and in a different but good 
.hand from 1748 to 1774. 

The second Register is also a small quarto book, 8) by 7 inches, and 
-contains ten parchment leaves in a paper cover. It has entries of baptisms 
and burials from 1774 to 18 12. The burials from 1796 to 181 2, are entered 
at the end of the book. It is in good condition, and is mostly well written, 
but some entries are in an illiterate hand. The first three entries of 
baptisms for 1774-5, ^^ written on the fly-leaf. 

The third Register is the usual printed marriage register ; it is a paper 
"book in a parchment cover, and it contains 39 entries of marriages from 1754 
to 181 1, besides one in 1835 entered here by error. It is curious to note 
that from 1 7 16 to 1738, several marriages by licence, where both parties were 
of Shrewsbury, took place here ; and marriages of persons residing at Wem, 
the Clive, Grinshill, &c., were also sometimes celebrated at Brought on. 

An earlier Register commencing in 1586 was missing in 1831, but some 
ex^acts from it, chiefly relating to the ^/Vicherley family^ are preserved in the 
late George Morris's M.S. Extracts from Shropshire Registers, and are here 
printed. 

There are no very important entries in the Broughton Registers. In the 
lost register, the Lysters are styled " gent." The entries relating to the 
families of Rogers (styled "Mr."), Wicherley, Otley, Kilvert, Onslow, 
Newnes, and Maddox, are of interest. 

Broughton is a parish in the diocese of Lichfield, rural deanery of Wem, and 
formerly in the Liberties of Shewsbury. It contains 879 acres, and the popula- 
tion in 1S81 was 204. In Domesday it is called Burtone, and it was then in 
the hundred of Baschurch^ and was held by the Shrewsbury Church of St. Chad. 
Its township Yorton, in Domesday written Lartune, was also held by St 
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Chad's. The chapelry of Clive and Sacsaw is also called Buitone in DomeS" 
day^ but this Buitone was held by the Shrewsbury Church of St Maiy ; and 
Clive and Sansaw are still two townships in the parish of St Mary's. 

The old church of St Margaret at Broughton was a small building, which 
was stripped of its roof, and left to decay in the year 1857, when a new 
church dedicated to St Mary was erected on higher ground at Yorton. It 
had a bull from Julius II. and Leo X., early in the sixteenth century, by 
which every pilgrim who visited the chapel, and said certain prayers there, 
received 1500 days of pardon with clear remission. This document vg 
printed in Cough's Middle^ and in Phillip's History of Shrewsbury, p. 04, 
Of the old church, portions of the east, south and west walls now remain. 
In the old churchyard is the base of a cross, and several tombstones to the 
Hales, Brid, Parr, Maddoz, and other families. 

Ihe Communion Cup is really a pre-Reformation Standing Fix of 
hammered silver, temp. Henry VII. It has a cover, probably Elizabethan, 
on which is a serpent forming a ring. 

A fuller history of Broughton will be found in iht Shropshire Archaolo^rical 
Transactions, Second Series, vol. II., pp. 3x9 to 332. A list oi the 
Incumbents and Curates is given at p. 330. 

The transcript of the registers was made by me, and has since been 
checked with the originals, and it is here printed by the kind permission of 
the Rev. John Wright, M. A., Vicar of GrinshiU and Broughton.
